A DISASTROUS FIRE 

In Srranton. Pa., In Which Several Frno 
Are Bart— Loss Heavy. 

Scrahtox, Pa., Sept 17.— A big ft 
started in the heart of the business 
section of the city at 5 o'clock Satur- 
day morning.
